MARSKII.I.ES, July 20.— Thoouly apparent 
result of the quarantine at the ports of Cici- 
Ij, Italy, Alexandria and Tunis has been 
to increase the terror of the peopla 
The 


exodua from this city to been enormous 
sinco tho order of quarantine was Issued. 
Tho only accessible revenue is that furnistfefl 
by tho country to tho north, and the people 
are flocking to it by every mcthod-of trans- 
portation. A report from Avignon shows 
that the terror there i9 HO intense that only 
two thousand peoplo remain in tho city. Tho 
samo condition exists in tho surrounding 
towns. At Apt, a. small city, there are but 
four hundred residents left, and a majority 
of them oro people who can not get away. 
Two doctors stopped at the Porura Hotel. 
They were tho only guests, and the pro- 
prietor put them in charge of his house. lie 
gave the do«tors the keys and told them 
they might do with the property as they 
saw fit The proprietor and his family then 
took a carriage and started to the interior 
oJ tho country. 


A new danger is threatened on account 


of a mistrust of the lower classes. They 
have apparently lost eonfideaca in tha Gov- 
ernment and tho physicians. To-day they 
openly rebelled against tlio doctors, and do- 
clarctl that they would take no more of Die 
medicine funiishetl by them. They refused 
to Rive any reason for their action except a 
belief that the modioine is poisonous and is 
prepared with a view to iiiereasin,; rather 
than abating the epidemic. 


The doctors have used every method of 


persuasion in vain, and even went so fur as 
to offer to taste the medicine before giving 
it to the patients. The result oi the Lolief

AN ENonrE's nonniDLE EXPLOSION. 
WHITE HAVES, Pa., July 20.—Early 


yesterday morning locomotive No. 846, ou 
tho Lehigh Valley Railroad, pushed a 
freight train from Mauch Chunk to Fair- 
view. When the start to return was made 
there were three men iu the cab—Jacob 
Hassle, the engineer; his son, John Hassle, 
who acted as a brakeman, and John Arm- 
bluster, tho 
fireman. 
They all reside 


at East 
Mauch 
Chunk. 
As tho en- 


gine moved slowly away Jtobert Smith, 
right operator at Neseopeck, stepped on 
tho cab to ride to his home, not Car away. 
The men were all in a good humor and 
chatted merrily. Tho motion of the engine 
Brew quicker and more steam was turned 
on. At 8:30 o'clock tho locomotive had 
reached a point about two miles above this 
place when the air was rent iwlth a tremen- 
dous report. Tho £ongine became hid in a 
cloud of steam, the eaith trembled with tho 
concussion. Tho boiler had exploded aud 
yrecked the locomotive. As soou as help 
reached the spot it was evident that all 
fourot the men had been killed. Jacob 
Hassle, tho engineer, was found one hun- 
dred yards from the spot, surrounded with 
pieces of fire-box nml boiler. 
Armbrustor, 


a fireman, lay just two hundred yards away 
in tho opposite direction, blackened, cov- 
ered with debris, and entirely brainless, the 
whole top 
of Bis 
head 
having boon 


taken 
off. A 
human 
leg 
was seen 


projecting from the pile of ruins which 
indicated where the engine had been 
quivering convulsively. Robert Smith, the 
operator, was pinned down to tho track by 
the tender truck. Strenuous efforts at res- 
cue were made at once, when the sound of 
an approaching train was heard. A coal 
tram rushed into view, dashed down the 
track, and before a warning voice could be 
raised plunged into the wreck in which 
Smith still lay. Thirty-five cars were more 
or less demolished, the engine derailed and 
broken, 
and 
the 
wreck 
made 
still 


more 
hopeless. 
When 
Smith's 
body 


was finally reached it was headless. Wheth- 
er the original explosion or the shock of the 
collision had decapitated him noono can 
know. The body of John Ilasslo, the brake- 
man, has not boeu found. 
Farm hands at 


work a mile away say fragments of metal 
fell about them in the fields. No reason has 
been assigned for the explosion. Exports 
sny that tho boiler had plenty of water hi it, 
and that it was comparatively new.
